Nations Honor America's 
Heroes of Three Wars 


(By the Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, 
May 
3 0 — The 
The nation’s loyalty first of all to 
itself, but never failing to measure 
up to the demands of an advanc­ 
ing civilization, 
was 
pictured 
by 
President Harding, as an Amercan 
ideal today in a memorial day ad­ 
dress at Arlington National ceme­ 
tery. 
“American heroes of every war,” 
the President said, “had accomplish­ 
ed 
far more than the immediate 
ends 
for 
which 
they fought, be­ 
cause they had stood erect and pre­ 
served a shrine for the liberty lov­ 
ing of every race.” 
He 
declared 
that the whole nation of America 
would • become an unrealized dream 
if this heritage were ever sacrificed. 
“Our country,” said Mr. Harding, 
“has never failed to measure up to 
the demands presented to it in be­ 
half of humanity and it never will. 
When it ceases to meet these drafts 
it will no longer be our country; it 
will be, if that time ever comes, 
the wretched and decaying memor­ 
ial of another civilization that has 
crumbled, of another ideal which 
has failed, of another ambition for 
men’s happiness which has some­ 
how gone awry.”

that this duty to civilization qould 
be accomplished if the nation took 
care first of its ow.u integrity.
